Jo h n L ittlefield , his w ife and six 
of th e ir seven ch ild ren w ere am ong 
those killed in th e storm , a rep o rt 
to T ah leq u ah said. T he only physician 
in th e tow n, Dr. W. R. H ill, also 
w as killed. 
T ah leq u ah , county seat of C herokee 
county fifteen m iles so u th of Peggs, 
is th e n earest railro ad tow n to th e 
sto rm area. 
T hose fam iliar w ith the roads in 
th e vicinity say it is im possible to 
reach Peggs by m otor car. The T u l­ 
sa T rib u n e sta rte d a new spaper m an 
by airp lan e to th e strick en d istrict 
th is m orning.

the docket of th e circuit court here 
Monday, May 3, but may be p o st­ 
poned until Tuesday, as an o th er case 
has precedence over it. 
The T arw ater case has attracted 
m uch atten tio n in northw est Mis­ 
souri, and will doubtless draw m any 
spectators. 
T arw ater adm its 
th e 
shooting of the editor, but says th at 
he acted in self-defense. The shoot­ 
ing took place in the back of Rob­ 
e rtso n ’s new spaper office, and th ere 
were no witnesses present. T arw ater 
is about 50 years old, and Robertson 
was about 70. 
T a rw a te r’s friends have said th a t 
the editor was responsible for th e 
arrest of th e . form er city clerk a 
few' 
m onths 
before 
the 
shooting. 
T arw ater was found guilty of d ru n k ­ 
enness at th a t time. He had been 
active 
in 
local 
politics 
and 
had 
taught a Sunday school class. 
T arw ater was a patient at 
the 
state hospital for the insane in St. 
Joseph, Mo., some tw enty years ago, 
and it is said th a t his attorneys will 
bring out this fact at his trial. 
Follow ing the shooting of R obert­ 
son, T a rw a te r was removed to St. 
Joseph, Mo., by the sheriff, and was 
kept in jail for several weeks.

h ereafter are to be guarded by a 
University board of health p a tte rn ­ 
e d 'a f te r those of large cities. The 
board will m ake sanitary and health 


I regulations for the control of the 
i students, 
will 
u n d ertak e 
personal 
I supervision of their health and help 
I them to keep it at a m axim um . 
Dr. J. C. Greenway and a staff 
composed of medical assistants, a 
san itary 
inspector 
and 
two 
su r­ 
geons will do the actual work under 
the direction of the new' board of 
health. One of these surgeons will 
have the special care of students 
injured by participation in athletics. 
All stu d en ts who retu rn to Yale 
U niversity next fall will be expected 
to undergo a medical exam ination 
lo enable them to enjoy the bene­ 
fits of supervision by th e University 
health board. No stu d en t will 
be 
eligible to com pete in organized a th ­ 
l e t ic s until he has been found to 
be physically qualified and notice to 
th at effect has been given to the 
University Athletic Association. To 
obtain this certificate the 
un d er­ 
g rad u ate is required to comply with 
rules and regulations to be estab­ 
lished by th e new' health board. 
There will be strict sanitary su ­ 
pervision 
of 
the sw im m ing pools, 
w restling m ats and other equipm ent 
in common use, also bacteriological 
exam inations of water, m ilk and ice 
cream used in th e dining hall. Com­ 
m unicable diseases which may effect 
stu d en ts 
will 
be 
traced 
to 
th eir 
sources. Those suffering from phy­ 
sical defects will receive corrective 
training. • 
The expenses of the new d ep art­ 
m ent will be borne proportionately 
by the University and the Athletic 
Association.
